British National Party deputy leader 
Simon Darby, said the plight of the 
youngsters from white working class 
families would be spotlighted in the 
run up to the May election. 

He said: “We will want to address this 
issue. In Kingstanding, where nearly 
90 per cent of the population is white, 
just 30% of youngsters achieved the 
benchmark in GCSE exams. taken 
during the summer. In Shard End, 
where more than 92% of the 
population is White, only 42% cent 
hit the target. 

“Both wards are among the poorest in 
the country, according to the Govern- 
ment’s index of deprivation, yet they 
are low priority to Labour because 
they don’t have any significant ethnic 
minority communities.” 


YOUNG British families trying to buy 
their first home are being thwarted 
because the most suitable houses to 
give them a foot up on to the property 
ladder are being bought up by private 
landlords to let to migrant workers. 
The specialist mortgage lender 
Paragon, which caters for private 
landlords, said that buy-to-let lending 
remained buoyant as the influx of 
eastern European migrant workers 
increased demand for rented property. 
Loan advances in this sector rose by 
82% in 2006 to £3billion. 

Small terraced houses, traditionally 
the first home for young families 
in Britain, are being snapped-up by 


private landlords for migrant workers. 


An estate agent in Carlisle explained 
the reasoning behind such a demand. 
“Typically, a two-up, two-down 


terraced house to a landlord targeting 
the migrant worker market, becomes — 


a three-bedroomed property with 
a communal lounge providing 
accommodation for six tenants. At 
current rents that could be bringing 
in £960 a month which would cover 
a 95% mortgage on the property and 
provide an income.

N ALL the many media attacks 

on the British National Party, 
never has one so _ spectacularly 
backfired as The Guardian’s expose 
of the Central London BNP group 
just before Christmas.

“There are also dozens of company 
directors, computing entrepreneurs, 
bankers and estate agents among 
the 200 members living in central 
London. One member is a servant of 
the Queen residing at Buckingham 
Palace, while a number are former 
Conservative party activists.” 

No doubt Zhe Guardian and the 
Labour Party hoped that by revealing 
the names from the BNP’s private 
membership files it would frighten 
people from joining the Party. The 
Guardian then organised a witch 
hunt against the ballet dancer Simone 
Clarke to try to pressurize the ENB to 
terminate her contract. Just to ram this 
point home, Labour Party supporters 
demonstrated outside the Coliseum 
as the ballet dancer performed.

ARENTS have managed to 

persuade a primary school in 
Croydon, South London not to go 
ahead with a visit to the Croydon 
Mosque. 
Year 5 children attending Atwood 
Primary School in Sanderstead were 
due to make a day-long visit to the 
mosque as part of their religious 
education curriculum, but headmaster 
Alexander Clarke, called it off after 
opposition from parents. 
He said that they were worried because 
to enter the mosque the children 
would have to adorn all the customary 
trappings of Islamic worship such as 
covering the body. 
They were also unhappy about such 
an emphasis being placed on a religion 


that was not their own, a concern 
confirmed by mum Alison Phillips: 
“Christianity is being marginalised, 
everything is geared towards ethnic 
minorities, not the Christian majority. 
They are asking our 9 year-old girls 
to cover their hair with scarves and 
wear long trousers, which isn’t part 
of the normal school uniform! 

“Last year we didn’t even have a 
traditional nativity play for fear of 
offending some people. I thought it 
was time someone took a stand.” 
Patsy Fletcher also stopped her child 
from going to the mosque: 

“Our children are being encouraged 
to embrace other religions but all the 
while they are not being allowed to 
celebrate Christianity which is the 
religion of Britain.”

The council also rejected residents’ 
appeals against the building of a 
two-storey extension at the back of the 
£170,000 property which was bought 
by Canterbury’s Muslim Cultural 
centre six years ago. 
A spokesman for Canterbury BNP 
told Freedom that local people were 
very upset by the decision. 
“The extension is of Middle-Eastern 
design and out of place in an English 
road. Apart from the disruption of 


such a sce of worship in their 
midst, there’s the parking chaos that 
mosques bring wherever they spring 
up, and Giles Lane is already a busy 
road leading to the university.

Halal slaughterers claim that this — 


drainage of blood will only be 
complete if the throat of the animal 
is slit without stunning it first, but 
now Haluk Anil of the University 
of Bristol and his colleagues, have 
shown that the amount of blood 
drained from the animal, and the rate 
of blood loss, is the same regardless 
of whether or not it is stunned first. 
Writing in the New Scientist, Anil’s 
team has already shown that stunning 
does not affect “bleed-out” in sheep. 
Now they have done the same thing in 
cattle. They measured the bleed-out 
in 13 cattle killed by the traditional 
Muslim method, and 13 killed in 
the same way but having first been 
stunned by a captive-bolt-pistol blow 
to the head 

“Stunning does not impede blood 
loss, therefore this objection cannot 
be used any more,” says Anil, who 
is coordinating a project to examine 
legislation and welfare issues related 
to religious slaughter. 
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SYLUM seekers, even those 
whose applications for asylum 
have been rejected, are being 
given priority when it comes to 
assessing claims for help with 
paying for health care.

UK patients are having to wait until

Yet foreign 
patients who suffer kidney failure are 
given dialysis three times a week. _ 
Only a fraction of the costs incurred 
by treating health tourists is ever 
recovered by the hospitals. One which 
spent over £100,000 on treatment for 
foreign patients managed to recover 
just £2,100 of the cost.

ACCORD Housing is a_ social 
landlord with housing stock which 
covers a large area of the West 
Midlands. It receives funding from 
the Government in the form of 
grants administered by the Housing 
Corporation. 

Its sister company is Ashram Housing, 
which Accord describes as “...the 
largest Black and Minority Ethnic 
(BME) housing association in the 
West Midlands. It employs 80 staff 
and has approaching 800 homes 
in management located across the 
West Midlands.” 80% of Ashram’s 
residents who live in general needs 
housing are from a BME background, 
in particular of Pakistani, Indian and 
Bangladeshi origin. 

Accord/Ashram have issued to all 
their residents a brand new 62 
page, glossy “Repairs Handbook’ 
booklet, detailing their repairs 
policies and tenant obligations. It’s 
pretty informative and fairly straight 
forward, and shouldn’t be a cause 
for concern . . . that is until you

follow the instructions for getting 
repairs to your home. 

Ashram tenants, and let’s just remind 
ourselves - 80% of whom living in 
general needs housing come from a 
BME background - are provided 
with a FREEPHONE 0800 telephone 
number to report their non-emergency 
repairs. , 

Accord tenants on the other hand, who 
come from areas such as Wednesbury 
and north towards Walsall and tend 
to be predominantly traditional Brits, 
have to call an 0870 telephone number 
to report their repairs. 

For those not familiar with how 
0870 numbers work, they are a 
money spinner for the companies 
that use them. The calls are 
connected to a standard 
geographical, in this instance a 0121 
number, which if you were to call 
directly would cost you the standard 
local rate, and was the number used 
to report repairs to Accord until 


November 2006. However, the 0870. 
numbers are more expensive to call, 


and the company take a percentage 
of that cost for themselves. 

These numbers particularly hit low 
income or more vulnerable people 
who rely on social housing, and 
who tend not to have fixed line 
telephones, most only having access 
to pre-pay mobile phones. Calling 
such numbers such as 0870 or 0845 
consume pre-pay mobile phone credit 
like a large car does petrol! 

Of course 0800 numbers are also 
charged from a mobile phone, but

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not a call box or public telephone. 
Therefore Ashram tenants without a 
fixed line phone and who don’t want to 
use their phone credit to report repairs, 
can go to any call box and do so for 
free - but Accord tenants can’t.

HE Government is being forced 

to ‘mothball’ half the Royal 
Navy fleet and cancel orders for new 
warships in order to save money to 
meet the spiralling ‘defence’ costs 
of its pointless wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan and failed European 
Union defence projects. 
The Senior Service is to bear the brunt 
of budget cutbacks, £250 million in 
2007 and £1 billion by April 2008, 
so more of our soldiers can be sent 
to die in New Labour’s Middle East 
wars and the militarily worthless 
Brussels-imposed Eurofighter project 
can continue to drain away our 
hard-earned taxpayers’ money. 
The budget allocated to occupying bits

Adam Ingram, Minister of State for 
the Armed Forces, admitted last 
month that with 13 of the Royal 
Navy’s major warships already 
mothballed this would put almost half 
the entire Fleet out of action. 

On top of this, the last two of the 
eight Type-45 destroyers the Navy 
was promised in return for agreeing 
to cut 15 major warships in 2004 have 
now been cancelled. The then First 
Sea Lord, Admiral Sir Alan West, 
now says openly he only accepted 
those cuts in return for being promised 
these destroyers and two projected 
aircraft carriers. But that agreement 


has been reneged on because the 
Government has to pay for its illegal 
wars in Iraq and Afghanistan and its 
commitment to the European Union. 
The Royal Navy, which at its height 
150 years ago was bigger than the 
next seven of the world’s navies put 
together, is now smaller than it has 
ever been since before the Battle of 
Trafalgar in 1805. 

For centuries it was the final line of 
the defence of Britain against any foe 
but now it is being sacrificed to meet 
the costs of Labour and the Tories 
Middle East adventures. 

What Tony Blair and David Cameron 
fail to see is that maintaining control 
of the seas that surround our islands 
is far more vital to our defences than 
occupying the slums of Basra or the 
barren rocks of Helmand.

T the end of last year the 

biggest container ship ever 
built docked for the first time at 
the Suffolk port of Felixstowe. Its 
cargo, brought in this vast vessel 
halfway around the world was 
45,000 tonnes of Chinese-made toys 
and clothing. 
The Emma Maersk is 200 feet high 
and a quarter of a mile long. It carries 
11,000 20-foot containers but needs 
a crew of just 13 thanks to the latest 
automation technology.

in China making ports of call at 
Hong Kong and Tanjung Palepas in 
Malaysia, to pick up some cheap 
sweated Malay as well as Chinese 
produce, and then straight to Britain 
to dump its cheap Third World 
produce on our markets.

But they refused because the 12 
British National Party councillors that 
make up the opposition on the council 
would also be in attendance. 

The BNP group still wanted this 
important meeting to go ahead so 
they contacted the council’s executive 
officer to book a suitably sized 
hall to host the event. But Richard 
Barnbrook, the group’s leader, was 
told that because the Labour Party 
would not take part and it was 
not a ‘non-political meeting council 
property could not be used. 

“We were not going to be fobbed 
off in this manner,” Richard told 
Freedom. “So we held the event in 
the open air in a local park.” 

One issue that was foremost in the 
minds of local people was the 2000 
new names on the electoral register 
in the last six months, 70% of which 
were almost unpronounceable. 


That’s 1500 immigrants, migrant 
workers, refugees and asylum seekers 
that have moved into the borough. 
What was worrying residents was 
where these people were being 
housed. They certainly weren’t buying 
their own homes because fewer than 
300 private homes had been sold in 
the area during that time. 

The BNP approached the council for 
a list of all council owned property in 


the case for what the BNP has been 
saying for years — that the native British 
population is being put to the back of 
the queue for housing while Labour 
imports more immigrants, who are all 
Labour voters, into the borough to 
help shore-up its dwindling majority,” 
says Richard Barnbrook.

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The unique sense of loss felt 
by traditional British families 


NYONE who has grown up in 

he last war-torn century has 
been touched at some time by loss and 
sadness. Whether it was Gallipoli in 
the First World War or the Battle of 
Britain in the Second, whether it was 
fighting wars or keeping peace, this 
country’s military campaigns have 
Shaped our lives and scarred our 
collective consciousness. 
I was brought up in the Lancashire 
cobbled mill town of Burnley, 
hundreds of miles away from any 
front yet with a bleak cemetery that 
told its own nightmares. And, as 
with many others, images of war 
haunted my imagination then - and 
still do today. 
So many of my relatives have 
served in the Armed Forces this 
century, and their service stirs up 
complex feelings in me. 4 
There’s the statue of the soldier 
boy that dominates Burnley’s 
windswept graveyard. It’s where 
generations of my own family have 
been buried - my father, and his 
father Alexander killed at Gallipoli 
along with my uncle William, 
all three of whom served in the 
same East Lancashire Regiment. 
The story of that battalion, which. | 
vanished almost without trace, 
was said by Winston Churchill in -} 
1919 to be “the greatest unsolved 
mystery of this century”. 
My grandfather was Alenand: 
Shapcott and he died in that very same 
month also on that Turkish peninsula. 


His name is on the Hellas War 
Memorial, a 30 metre high obelisk 
that can still be seen by ships passing 
through the Dardanelles. He was a 
Private, only in his twenties, and just 
eight weeks before his death he had 
lost his brother William, a drummer 
boy. They were just two young lads 
of the 20,000 soldiers who died in 
that notorious and savage campaign. 
I hope my sons never join them. I 
hope that they never know the agonies 
of war, never feel the sort of remorse 
and sense of loss that my generation

T DIDN’T surprise me when Ray 

Davies, founder, former frontman 
and songwriter for The Kinks, said he 
was worried that Britain was losing 
its national identity as the country 
became ‘increasingly multi-cultured.’ 
He spoke out as he accepted an honour 
for Outstanding Contribution To British 
Music at the Ivor Novello Awards in 
London last year. 


I wasn’t surprised because I have been | 


an enthusiastic follower of the music 
of Ray Davies and The Kinks since 
1964. It was then, as a boarder at 
Steyning Grammar School, one night 
while listening to Radio Luxembourg 
on my transistor under the blankets in 
‘Upper Dorm’, I first heard the 
opening chords to You Really Got 
Me and I was hooked for life. 

Within two years the songs of 
The Kinks were making a social 
comment on the times, Sunny 
Afternoon, Dead End _ Street, 
Autumn Almanac, Well Respected 
Man and Shangri La, all explored 
British society accompanied by 
a haunting melody. While other 


groups at the end of the decade were 
singing about ‘free love and drugs’ Ray 


and the Kinks were releasing albums 


entitled The Village Green Preservation 
Society, Muswell Hillbillies and Arthur, 
all packed full of songs of nostalgia for 
British culture and a way of life that 
was gradually disappearing. 

Over the next 30 years that theme 


continued through the Kinks’ songs 


(Come Dancing) along with newly 
introduced topics suchas the shallowness 
of the media (Give the People What They 


Want), the ruthlessness of Big Business 


(The Money-Goround) and the power of 
the Unions (Get Back into Line). 

1995 was a depressing year for Kinks’ 
fans when the group split up, but 


has felt over the years as they pass 
that lonely stone graveyard statue, 
standing to attention with its grey 
puttees and battered helmet. 

War this century has moulded Britain 
as it is today. I remember being 
captivated by Paul Fussell’s book 
The Great War and Modern Memory, 
where I learned how the country 
organised to fight that most bloody of 
conflicts and how those efforts gave 
shape to the Britain I grew up in 
through developments in its transport, 
commerce and entertainment. 
Growing up in the back streets of 
Burnley in the 1950’s and early 
60’s one knew that war’s cold 
fingers still touched the lives of so 
many. The town still echoed to the 
pub songs my family sang, Pack 
Up Your Troubles and It’s A Long 
Way to Tipperary. Veterans were 
very visible then as they hobbled 
along the streets each and every day 
and not just when selling poppies 
or on Remembrance Sunday. 

| These are memories shared by 
| those who have suffered the loss of 
_ families in the two world wars of 
_ the last century. Specific memories 
in the minds of those who experi- 
_ enced the aftermath of the Second 
_ World War in towns like Burnley. 
It is a feeling that is unique 
to traditional British families 
_ who down the generations have 
provided the servicemen and 
servicewomen who have fought to 
keep our country free. 


RAY DAVIES: His songs today still 


make relevant social comment. 


thankfully Ray Davies has continued 
writing songs and performing them. 
His latest offering, Other Peoples Lives, 
contains songs of social comment, about 
media intrusion, and of the changing 
face of London. 

I first saw The Kinks perform live 
in 1966 at the Assembly Rooms in 
Worthing. It was an unforgettable 
evening with a packed hall singing 
along to a string of Kinks hits. In 
2003, I saw Ray Davies again at 
the Opera House in Newcastle. It 
was as though time had stood still 
as once again the audience joined 
in to sing along with his classic 
repetoire of songs. Of course it was 
pure nostalgia - but isn’t that what 
one’s culture is all about?

HE son of one of four Scottish 
fishermen drowned in _ the 


North Sea at the end of last year | 


has blamed Britain’s membership 
of the European Union for his 
father’s death. 

Duncan Gardner’s father Edward, 
was one of four Fife fishermen who 
perished when the trawler Meridian, 
was lost with all hands. At the time 
they were not fishing because EU 
legislation had banned them from 
British waters. Instead they had been 
forced to hire themselves to a multi- 
national oil company to guard an oil 


pipeline it was building to plunder 


British oil. The Meridian and its crew 
was compelled to anchor 160 miles 
out from Aberdeen, in heavy seas, to 
prevent other trawlers from snagging 
their nets on the pipe. Of course

these were boats from countries 
not bound by EU laws and thus 
still able to fish. 

Edward Gardner’s 26 year-old son 
angrily denounced the faceless 
bureaucrats who killed his father: 

“I blame the tragedy on the European 
Union and the cuts in fishing quotas 
it has inflicted on British fishermen. 
“My father and his crewmates were 
out there doing a job that they

never wanted to do. They were 
fishermen but were forced into other 
work because of the quotas and the 
cutbacks. If they were allowed to 
carry on fishing then this would never 
have happened”. 

The fishermen’s home is the port of 
Anstruther in the East Neuk of Fife, 
which is one of many long-established 
British fishing communities to be 
ravaged and ruined by Brussels’ war 
on our fishing industry. By imposing 
quotas and regulations, supposedly 
to ‘conserve fish stocks’, the EU is 
driving fishermen out of business. 
Britain’s fish stocks would not be 
under threat if Britain still had 
sovereignty over her own waters and 
could stop foreign fishing vessels 
plundering our waters. 

If British waters were only fished 
by British fishermen we could 
guard and manage our own fish 
stocks sustainably. Just as Iceland, 
a country free from EU control, 
is able to do, keeping her fishing 
communities thriving and _ her 
fishermen able to fish rather than 
perish as hired hands of greedy 
multinational oil companies. 


Crucian carp “The EU is so wonderful” 


HE goldfish, often won as prizes 

at fairs, is threatening our native 
species of carp. 
This is because goldfish, which come 
from China, are being dumped into 
rivers and ponds and cross breeding 
with the crucian carp, producing 
hybrids which are replacing the 
British fish. 


GOLDFISH: Can grow up to 23 
inches when released into the wild. 
Being kept in a small bowl or tank 
prevents the goldfish from reaching 
its true size, but once released into 
a river it grows rapidly dominating 
the smaller carp. 

Experts predict this colonisation by 
goldfish will have an even more 
damaging effect on the carp than the 
grey squirrel or American crayfish 
have had on their British counterparts. 
A goldfish can reach up to 23 inches 
in length and 10lbs in weight after it is 
released into the wild, which is three 


times the size of the crucian carp, and 


this makes it easier for the Chinese 
fish to compete for food.

T HAS BEEN an excellent three months for the British National 

Party. Heightened media coverage has led to a deluge of new 
members and donations and generated a momentum within the BNP 
that puts our activists in exactly the right frame of mind to pull out 
all the stops for the local council elections in May. 
It is something of an irony that this surge in support has actually 
come about because of the Labour Government’s attempts to stem 
the growth of our Party. 
It was Labour Party supporters within the BBC that were behind the 
Secret Agent ‘expose’ of the British National Party which gave the 
Labour Government the chance to put Nick Griffin and Mark Collett on 
trial, to face a possible seven years in prison. When the first jury returned 
‘Not Guilty’ verdicts, it was the Labour Government that insisted on the 
second trial which provided the BNP with such stunning publicity. 
It was the Labour Party supporting Guardian newspaper that put the 
British National Party on its front page for two days running just 
before Christmas in the bizarre belief that its seven month investi- 
gation into the BNP’s efforts to appeal to the middle classes would 
reflect badly on the Party. And it was Labour Party and trade union 
funded opponents of the BNP that demonstrated against a lone BNP 


‘member as she danced at the London Coliseum which provided the 


BNP with the most positive comments from the country’s leader 
writers that the Party has ever received. 

So the biggest influx of members and funds in our Party’s history has 
come directly from the efforts of our opponents to try to silence us. 

But don’t think for one moment that they won’t learn from these 
mistakes. All the old gang parties know what a potent force we are. 
They know that once we can show that we do have a significant 
level of support and the expertise to put our policies into action, 
our popularity will grow to such an extent that it will end their 
domination within the political arena. 

Labour, the Tories and the Liberal Democrats won’t let this happen 
without using all the power they have to try to stop the BNP 
now. They have already returned to one of their successful 
tactics of the 2004 European Elections - talking up the United 
Kingdom Independence Party. Last month this factionally-riven 
organisation, that shouldn’t even be functioning because it hasn’t 
submitted its accounts to the Electoral Commission, received 


glowing recommendations in all our newspapers, on the BBC and 


on most radio stations. 

But promoting UKIP as the alternative to the BNP only works when 
there’s a full-blown media campaign to discredit the British National 
Party - and that is what is currently on the cards. 

Since the start of the year I know of at least SIX journalists and TV 
producers that are investigating the Party. They all claim that their 
articles and programmes will be the first ever impartial look at the 
BNP, but taking into account the media’s record on BNP reporting, it 
is highly likely that all six are involved in hatchet jobs to be broadcast 
just prior to the elections in May. 

Of course, as The Guardian’s seven month investigation into the 
BNP showed, we have nothing to hide. But that has never stopped 
our opponents in the media before from spinning their lies as the 
agent provocateurs planted within the Party by the BBC for the Jason 
Gwynne programme clearly showed. 

The British National Party has had a great three months, but now 
we must prepare for the fiercest state and media onslaught that we 
have ever had to withstand.

HERE are currently fifty-five 

applications for Blue Plaques for 
Birmingham, and John Enoch Powell 
is one of them. 
The Blue Plaques are placed on various 
buildings to honour the past sons and 
daughters of the city, with a ceremony 
on a meaningful date such as the 
anniversary of a birth. 
In 2012 it will be Enoch’s 100th 
anniversary of his birth in Birmingham. 
The poet and politician studied Classics 
at Cambridge and became Professor of 
Greek at Sydney University in 1937. 
During the second World War he served 
in the Royal Warwickshire Regiment, 
rising to the rank of Brigadier. 


POWELL: Politician and poet. 


Enoch Powell first went into Parliament 
in 1950 representing Wolverhampton 
South-West and held the same seat for 
24 years. He gave his famous “Rivers 
of Blood” speech in Birmingham in 
April 1968. He was also well known as 
a poet and wrote four books of verse 
and three other non-verse works. 

But the proposal that one of Birming- 
ham’s still most revered politicians be 
honoured in this way brought an angry 
response from the city’s Muslim Public 
Affairs Committee. They wrote to the 
Birmingham Civic society to demand 
that Enoch be dropped from the list. 
“He is not someone who is remembered 
by many in Birmingham, from all races 
with honour.’ 

“Given the deep upset he caused and
